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1. The US TRANSYLVANIA, bomd for Haifa on the first leg of vayage No. 67, 
passed through the Bosphorus without stopping at 10:10 Pe, Om 22 May 
1950. There were 1,030 enigrants for Israel eboard. On the return trip 
of voyages Na, 67, Constanta-bound, the TRANSYLVANIA again transited the 
Bowphorus at 3:16 pom, on 27 May. 


2, Another Sovremtyansport ship, the SS DIMITROV, which was without CALLED, 
transited the Bosphorus at 9:20 a.m. on 22 May 1950, 
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
